SA TURNER's allegations. To the best o£ nay laxwl- 
edge I was not guilty of violating the speed law 
or any other driving regulation. There is no 
County Attomey in Dewey Coimty; however , there is 
a local lawyer who is acting as County Attomey . 

I have been in his cocapany , am acquainted with hiia 
and as a matter of fact he has invited me to be his 
hunting guest. I have never heard hira mention this 
matter and have never heard of him consaenting adversely 
conceming rae. 

would appear to rae from the above that someone 
has attmpted to manufacture ’an incident. ' As to 
the fact that the County Attomey reportedly stated 
he would not have released me, it would appear that 
until an individuai was arrested he would not have 
jurisdiction or knowledge of the matter. Our relations 
are exceiient with the Okiahosaa Righway Patroi and 
with the Sherlff of Dewey County , RAY COQK, with whom 
X spent two evenings iast week.

SAC Grapp did not aa k for sge ciai cons iderat i on and di d not 
atteopt to inf luence [ | in any way| that| latataa 

ha conversed with SAC Grapp for a f m ainutes , after which 
SAC Grapp proceedad on hia way; that [ | volimteered 

that he found SAC Grapp very pleaaant and courteous ; that 
l aade no written report and that no radar record is 
available. I would like to nake the following stat«aent in 
light of tha above. 

Tha inforaation aa I originally furniahed it„ to 
the beat of my knowledge jnd recollection, ia entirely correct 
in every detail. In view of the inforaation auppüed by 
Inspector Edwarda, I have checked the available recorda and 
further ccsnaidered this raatter. 

The incident referred to above transpired on the 
evening of November 4» 1960, between approxinately 8:00 p.m. 
and 9:00 p.ra. aa I waa returning frora the Guyiaon-Hooker , 
Oklahoma, area to Oklahoma City , 1 fix thia date aa Friday, 
Movenber 4, 1960, becauae it waa on the previoua day that I 
departed the Oklahoraa City area and raade nuraeroua atopa 
throughout the weatern end of that atate and it waa on my 
return, when I waa between Watonga and SÜLngfiaher, Oklahoraa, 
that I wa a stopped. It waa in thia vicinity that ray route 
would put rae on Highway 33. This ia the only tiae during the 
pertinent period that X waa stopped. 

A a I waa proceeding toward Oklahoraa City, there 
were other cara in the general vicinity proceeding in both 
directions. I recall that on thia particular evening in this 
locality there were aeveral cars ahead o£ rae and aeveral 
béhind rae, all going in the sarae directlon. To the best of 
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my recollection, I noticed a vehicle behind ne was very 
close end blinking its lights and the occupant was notioning 
or waving to me to pull to the side of the road. This is 
not in conflict with the portion of my original statnsent 
to the effect the trooper waved toward ae and we both pulXed 
off to the side of the road. The original statesent was not 
intended to indicate the two vehicles were going in different 
directions. Despite the time X could see him aotion towards 
ae indicating X was to puXX to the side of the road. Blinking 
Xights were not mentioned in the originaX aeaorandum as that 
merorandum did not go into detaiX to the extent of this statement. 

X recognized the vehicle because of its cXoseness 
as a unit of the Highway Patrol. To the best of «y recoXXection, 
the trooper did not use the biinking red done Xight mounted 
on the outside top of the vehicXe and he did not use a siren. 

He stopped behind rae and got out of his vehicle and waXked 
to the driver's side of the Bureau car. X opened the door 
and got out. He asked rae for my driver's Xicense. The wind 
was bXowing strongXy and it was cold, so X invited the trooper 
into the Bureau car. X ara positive he asked for and received 
ny dr iver * s Xicense because after he exaained the Xicense, he 
advised rae that it had expired. X then searched toy waXXet 
and found a paid receipt frora the Drivers License Bureau 
rafXecting that X had appXied for a new Xicense, had paid the 
necessary fee, and such new Xicense wouXd be raaiXed to rae. 

This procedure in OkXahoma vaXidates the oXd Xicense untiX 
the new one is received. 

X wouXd Xike to state for cXarification purpoaea 
that X was tranaferred to OkXahoma toward the end of September , 
1958, and shortXy thereafter appXied for an Okiahoraa driver’s 
Xicense. I beiieve they are good for two years. ShortXy 
before the eapiration of that driver's Xicense, which would 
expire in Xate Septeraber or in October, X960, X reappXied 
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for a new license and obtained the above receipt which gave 
me a valid dr iver ' s licenae until such tiiae as the new one 
had been printed and sent to rae through the maii. There is 
nortaaily an eiapsed time o£ several weeks. In my originai 
stataaent quoted above l did not go into detaii pertaining 
to the raechanics of the driver’s Ücense as it did aot appear 
to be pertinent then and the trooper had not at that time 
denied asking for and checking the Ücense. The added details 
are now being fumished to further add to my reeollection of 
the events that transpired. 

I recall very specificaüy the trooper asked me 
for my license and I recali vividly ths fact that the receipt 
for the new Ücense had become detached frcwn the old ücense 
when I removed it from my büifoid and I had to search to 
find it* When I appüed for the first driver*s license shortiy 
after my arrivai in öklahotaa City, l did not have a penaanent 
residence to which it could be maiied and I therefore used 
the address of the PBX office in Okiahoma City which appears 
oa the driver's iicense. 

As reflected in my first mosorandum, X was driving 
an FBX c&r which had three antennas because of the radio 
©quipment and a spotüght. Because of this special equipment 
and the make and modei (1960 Plymouth) , it was cieariy 
identifiabie to other iaw enforcement officiais as one used 
by another law enforcement agency . I wish to stress this 
because I want to make it clear that 1 did not endeavor to 
use my status as Special Agent in Charge to infiuence the 
officer. I asiced him for nothing and the trooper has stated 
this is true. At no time during the conversation did the 
traffic officer mention to rae the use of radar , a speed sone 
or the speed litait , nor did he indicate in any way that I 
was going 30 or $5 railes per hour or in any other way had 
violated any law. To the best of my recoiiection, when I 
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was stopped I had just passed a blfurcation or ‘T’ in the 
road and my route took oa onto a slight curve vdiich cauaed 
oe to slow dosm. I do not believe I waa speeding . 

In «y original statement X indicated the Oklahoma 
speed iixait was ?Ö miles par hour. Xt waa tay unders tanding 
the apeed iimit was 70 miles per hour on highways and open 
toads such as on the ona which I was traveiing at the tirae 
in question. The point is reaüy iaaateriai and the question 
of speed did not come iq> in this incident with the trooper. 
However, to try to resoive the question of iegai speeds in 
Oklahoaa, I have checked with the iocai office of AAA and 
find the iatest data they posseas is that 70 miies per hour 
speed iiait appiles to tumpikes in Okiahoma and the speed 
Üait on highways and open roads is 65 miles per hour in the 
dayiight and 55 miles per hour at night, unless otherwise 
posted. What posting, if any, exists on the highway in 
question, is not known to me at this time. 

During the conversation referred to above, which 
wss friendiy and aaicable, there was a mutuai introductlon, 
and during that period of time the trooper asked me if I knew 
the identities of the Agents who had worked in that viciaity. 
Xt was then foüowed, as refiected in my initial memorandum, 
by a recitation on hls part of the diff iculties he was 
encountering with his official superiors . 

Ihe reaaon that I was stopped by this trooper is 
not known to rae, as he did not adviâe me, but it would appear 
it could have been cme of severai reasons. For esasq>ie, his 
intention could have been to check oty driver's licenae, which 
he did, to determine vdiether or not it was current. It couid 
aiso have been cinriosity on his part in view of the fact that 
it was a iaw mforcement vehicle and readiiy recognisabie as 
such and he waa not faaiüar wiöi the driver. It conceivabiy 
could aiso have been because he wanted to use this means to 
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discuss his desire for a transfer , as indicated in ray first 
laefflorandum. In any event, the circtsostances of the stopping 
and the conversation which ensued raised no question in sty 
mind which procq>ted rae to ask what had raotivated him in 
stopping me. I can say with certainty that froa the moraent 
he stopped rae until the termination of our conversation, 
there was nothing ufeich he said that indicated X had violated 
any of the traffic laws, and he certainly did not indicate 
anything idiich would justify his apparent suhsequant stateraants 
as slleged thst he had stopped ne for speeding and had then 
released rae. 

I can say in all truthfulness that such inforraation 
never reached n ry atten tion until Special Agent Tumer raentioned 
it to Inspector f | in February, 1961 * Had Special Agent 

Tumer prooptly and properly reported the inforaaticm that 
was given to hira conceming this raatter, in accordance with 
Bureau regulations that provide that all employees sasst 
iraraediately report neglect of duty or any conduct which might 
be prejudicial to the best interests of the Bureau or any 
matter that raay result in eobarrassraent to the Bureau, the 
Bureau would have been iraraediately advised and appropriate 
steps taken to scotch this unfounded ruraor. Special Agent 
Tumer is seriously at fault for failing to abide by the 
Bureau’s regulations in this regard. Xn the event there was 
any reticence on the part of Special Agent Turner to report 
this raatter to rae, he should have iraraediately advised the 
Director at Washington, D. C. 

In addition to the stateraent which I have just raade 
dealing with the alleged incident of stopping rae for speeding, 

I have again reviewed ray entire original stateraent given to 
Inspector Hoore as quoted herein and I wish to add the following 
suppleraentai infonaation in c lar if icat ion of other points in 
that stateraerat not dealing with tha precise issue in question. 

I am referring to that portion of my original stateraent which 
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recitea »y contact with the acting county attomey of Dewrey 
County. In my original stateraent I indicatad : "I have been 

in his company , aa acquainted with him, and as a matter of 
fact he has invited me to be hia hunting guest. I have never 
heard him mention thia matter (i.e. the alleged speeding 
incident) and have never heard of hiai cooaentiag adveraely 
conceming me." How that I have fixed the date of thia 
alleged incident aa November 4, 1940» X wiah to atate that 
I have not aeen or had any contact with ti he acting cotmty 
attomey avfcaeque nt thereto. Hia name ia [ ~| of bi 

t l waa introduced to him on Hovenber 5Y b 

y Sheriff Ray Cook and apent approximately 
twenty to thirty minutea with him. On that occaaion he did 
invite me to be his hunting guest and waa friendly. I have» 
of course, had no intention of accepting the hunting invitation. 

I had no occaalon to contact him tbereafter. However, aubae* 
quent to Movecaber 4, 1940, I have been in the corapany of 
Sheriff Cook on aeveral occaaiona and can aay with all certainty 
that the Sheriff never mentioned any knowledge of thia incident 
to me. 

I have reviewed the above, consiating of thia 
and eight pagea, and do certify that it accurately reflecta 
the true facta.

Im mediately upon receiving this 
allegation from SA Turner, Inspector | | requested SAC Grapp to sübmit b6 

a memorandum in reply. In brief, SAC Grapp stated he was aware that the h7c 
0_daIioma speed limit was 70 mph. He stated that he had never been arrested 
in O’ilalioma for specding and that he had not becn dDppc%^P anytlio at any time» 

He stated that at no time had he requested any officer to refrain from arresting 
him. ËÂC Grapp then related several instances wherein he had on occasions 
boen stopped by officers who knew him and the car that he drove while SAC in 
Oidalioma.

quesfcion thc highv/ay patrolman concerning tho SAC, it was do omed ad visable 
to confer with Assistant to fclie Direefcor John Mohr. Inspector l I telephoiicaliy 
contacted Assistant to tlio Directo? Mohr and cxplainod the probiem ancl mado bg 
the rocommcndaticn that this not be done in viev/ of the previous allegations b7c 
having fceen cheeked out and found to be without foundation. It was aiso 
respectfully pointed out that to contact outsido sourcos might jeopardize existing 
amicabie relations with tliooc organisationo.

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This is a summary of inquiries conducted by me in the Oklahoma City 
Division concerning one aspect of the Turner case, namely the one dealing 
with a nonspecific item of information supplied by Turner to help support his 
statement "... I feel it my duty to point out to you that if SAC Grapp is 
arbitrary and overbearing in his dealings with persons outside the Bureau, 
and there is indication that he is, he may well be a source of embarrassment 
to the Bureau at some future date. " The item of information covered m this 
memorandum as furnishedby Turner isTrice Electronics, 800 N. Hudson. 
Personnel of this firm may recall an unfortunate incident regardmg Mr. 
Grapp's attempt to secure a discount on a Hi-Fi set.

wu«u I was in the Oklahoma City Eövision in 

Februarv 1961, inquiring into all aspects of the Turner case, he secured a 
reply from SAC Grapp to this item wherein Grapp stated that the alleption 
was completely unfounded as his relationship with Trice Electronics is 
excellent. He said the FBI does not have a contract with this firm that Grapp 
can buy wholesale from this firm and numerous others m the vicmity. About 
a year and a half ago, he wanted to buy an inexpensive Hi-Fi set f or his 
daughter. He made inquiry at Trice Electronics and they assured him.they 
would be delighted to deal with him. They offered to sell him any of the ltems 
they handled at discounts ranging as high as approximately 55%. However, 
Grapp felt the quality of merchandise they offered was better than a 12-year old 
girl should have so he finally settled for an inexpensive set which he bought at 
a public discount house.

| I, Aeting County Attorney ai Dewey County, at Taloga, OÄhoma, 6/20/61, 
who confirmed the fact that he had made thle atatement to Special Agent Turaer 

and he identif iei the tr ooper who aUegedly etopped SAC Grapp as| | 

ladvUed OWahoma City Agenta that he had etopped 
SAC Grapp on State Highway 33 one night in the FaU of 1960 after cloefcing 
him on radar at 85 milee per hour in a 55-müe-per-hour zme. He toid 
them Grapp identified himeelf ae SAC; that he dld aot aefit for Grapp’e drlvere 
Ucenee and did not give him a ticket becauee tfais was a courtesy he would 
have extended to any law enforcement officer where no aggravating circumetances 
«xlet The irooper eaid Grapp dld aot mk f or aay speciai conslderaUon or attempt 
to Inüuence him in any way. No offtdal record wae maie by the trooper. 

I secured an affidavit from SAC Grapp in which Gra pp stated umter 

oath that the original information he had fumiehed to In«pector| 

In February, 19®l, was entirely correct. This wae to the effect that Grapp 
aa« aever stopped for epeedäng but he did recaU one occasion 'about öeptember 
or October, 1960 ’ when a trooper etopped him to check hh» driver’s iicense 
to fnsure it wae currest. In Grapp's affidavit, after being confronted with the 
troqper’e version, Grapp became more epecific and fixed thie date as 
Ndvember 4, 1960, when be was retuming to headquarters city after meeting 
with law enforcement officers and checking restdent agendes in the^Prritory.

i ormer âgen t Gentrv wa s intervlewed and admitted being atopped 
for speeding by Trooper P I whUe returning from a hunting trlp on 

annual ieave in his personaUy owned car on the same night that SâC Grapp 
was stopped a few miautes prior thereto and in apprasimately tl© same 
iocaticio. Gentry was given no Ucket because of the coirtesy policy toward 
iaw enlorcement officials. Gentry recaUs the trooper asking something to 
the effect ’How many of ycu FBl men are up here hunttng?‘* and stating, 

*’I just stopped Mr. Grapp a ttttle bit ago, ' but does na recaU the trooper b7c 
saylng Grapp was speeding althoogh the inference ia certainly clear tbat 
since the Gfficer was woriüng raoar that niglrt the only conciusion to be 
drawn is that Grapp had been flagged down for speeding. Gentry states 
the offlcer did na make any more of it and for this reasun he never mentioned 
it to SAC Grapp and the subject never thereafter came up. For the same 
reasons Gentry never reported either incident to the Bureau and had never 
been asked abotit it. The three Oklahoma Ci ty Agetrts who were at the Woodward 
police cff scers meettng (Charies F. BuUard, I L and WUU am E. 

Gruber) aU furnfsbed statements denying having heard Lieutenant | | maittng 

any statement in their presence and ciaim that ao information ever came to 
their attentton regarding thls matter. 

CONCLUSIONS: 

The char ge that Turoer makes to the effect that Acttng County 
Prosecutut | | made the statement atteged is sustained although it has not 

been possibfe to prove that SAC Grapp actuaUy knew that h@ was âtogptd 
for speeding. It is noted that T urner in his k reoly ietter cf 6/27/61 to the b6 

Bureau's cbarges stated, T told| |that a OTo aecuting attor nev b7c 

had made unfavoraUe remarks concerning Mr. Grapp. I I admonished 

me for not reporting it immediately but he himself did not contact t to offic iai. " 
Turner cites thts to heip support that the investigaticn by Inspector l 
was not impartial and thorough. Turner aiso refers to the ietter Gf charges

stating, "A ßur€«a Inspector ins aa cie a thorough aod carefui Inveatlgation 
of aii your charges and it haa been determined that they are baaeieae. ” He 
then statea, ”1 charged that a proeecating attorney made anfavorable commenta 
to me conceming Mr. Grapp. Thia cfficiai haa receatly reiterated that he 
has never been contacted. Therefore your statement is false. M 

SAC Grapp is in error in certain portions of his affid avit and 
the prior version of this incident farnisbed to Inspector l 1 As indicated 
he has been requested to submit his comments in answer to the trooper’# 
statement. Aiso, since the inqulry shows that SAC Grapp was in the 
territory on offlclai business U/3/60 and piaced WLms eif in an annual ieave 
status from 8:00 AM to 4:00 PM, U/4/00, for tbe purpose of gotog blrd 
hunting and then placed himself back on dEficial duty after 4:00 PM to 
return in a Ëurean car to headquarters city during which trip he was stoppei 
by the trooper, Grapp is being asked to eaplain whetber he used the Bureau 
car for huniing purpcses. It may be that he parked the ßureau car at the 
close of businesa U/3/60 and üd not agafn use it untll comlng off of annuai 
ieave, but Ms eaplanation should be obtained for the record. 

ACTIQN: 

Information. The Administrative Qivisioci should loiiow to secure 
dAC Grapp’s comments as above indicated and take any additionai action 
warranted.

When I rapidly meet a number of individuals 
and because of the uncommon name 1 have, such persons 
upon occasions have been known to ask Bureau personnel 
outside of my presence as to the correct spelling of my 
name, my title, etc. As a courtesy to them, upon occasion 
that Agent has temporarily had a calling card of mine to 
|| give to any inquiring individual. 

I On the date in question, because I was going 
to meet a number of people, I had accompany me SA Vincent 
K. Antle, who has a wide acquaintance among city, county, 
state and federal officials, as well as local business 
men and civic leaders. He is acquainted with all or 
nearly all of the city officials, including all or most 
all of the City Commissioners, and is acquainted with 
the present and previous mayors , as well as a number of 
former Citv Managers and believed he had met the present 

previously. It was anticipated 
that various other government officials would be met while 
at City Hall, the Federal Building, etc. 


I had a very pleasant visit with| |at 

City Hall, lasting approximately 15 minutes, at which time 
he mentioned a mutual acquaintance living in Oklahoma City 
with whom I am well acquainted. It is my normal procedure 
' that immediately upon shaking hands with such an individual, 
I lay a calling card on his desk, but in this particular 
instance, I could not locate one. During the conversation

He admitfced living in constant fear of SAC 
Grapp*s alleged threats to send him out on a road trip and recommend him 
for suspension although neither of these happened during his 19 months f 
assignment under Grapp«, In his signed statement l l even admits that 
Grapp f s alleged treatment cf him did not prompt his resignation and that he 
resigned as indicated in his Xetter, to try to get into private enterprise because

M£ MORANDUM FOR MR. TOLSON 


On September 1, 1961, I saw Special Agent In Charge Wesley G. 

Grapp of our Miaml Field Division. 

I discussed with Mr. Grapp some of the difficulties whlch had arisen 
in Oklahoma City and commented upon the imperative necessity of our executives 
being not only 99% right, but 100% right, as personnel who are incllned to not be 
amicable to discipline are always prone to make retaliatory charges against 
supervisory personnel. 


I also sooke to Mr. Grapp ab out| ^ 

and that I considered i t unwise on

his part to make the comment he did as from experience I knew 
inelined to either exaggerate or distort matters. 

I also discussed with Mr. Grapp the fact that I noted his office had an 
over-all delinquency of 8. 8% and there was a large number of classes of cases 
in which his offjice exceeded 8% and he should give this very prompt attention. 

I also noted that I observed the number of cases closed per Agent per 
month in the MjLami Qffice in July was 10.7, which I considered to be low and 
every effort should be made to bring about an increase in production by the 
individual Ageats in the office. 

I commented upon the fact I noted for the f irst month of the current 
fiscal year when eompared with a similar period of the previous fiscal year, his 
office had dropped 71% in convictions, 25% in fugitives located, and 23% in 
automobiles recovered, and he should immediately look into this a^uation to 
bring^about an improvement. 

I discussed with Mr. Grapp the fact that I noted tyj^A^snts in the Miami 
Office were spending 16.3% of their time during July in thl qfâece, which is

I outlined to Mr. Grapp my views concerning overtime and Agents on 
limited duty and advised him I did not feel that fringe benefits should be paid 
to Agents who were not able to share the average overtime of the entire office 
unless such Agent had just recently returned from an illness which necessitated 
a few months for him to regain his complete strength or if he was one of the older 
Agents in his seventies who had given faithful service to the Bureau for many years. 

I called to Mr. Grapp’s attention the fact I noted that the Miami Office 
had recruited two Agents during the past year for the New Agents Class and I 
thought greater effort should be made by the Miami Division to recruit more 
Agents. 

I called Mr. Grapp’s attention to the fact that I noted there were eight 
violations of the Federal Bank Robbery Statute which were unsolved and this is 
most undesirable and he should bear down on these to bring about an improvement. 

I stressed to Mr. Grapp the necessity for developing quality informants, 
both in the security and criminal fields and in connection with the iatter, the 
necessity for intensifying intelligence coverage of the activities of racketeers 
and hoodlums. 

I also stressed to Mr. Grapp the imperative necessity of intensive 
attention being given to the over-all investigation of criminal activities in his 
field division in view of the nature of Miami and Miami Beach.

Subsequent developments , including 
the sending by Turner and his father of numerous letters to Senators 
and Congressmen and other officials protesting the Bureau’s treat- 
ment of him, resulted in Turner's dismissal. Our charges against 
Turner recite the difficulties he got into at Oklahoma City and 
Grapp's testimony is, therefore, pertinent in Turner's appeal. 
Information from several sources, including Turner*s answer to the 
Bureau's letter of charges against him and the c ontents of a let - 
ter critical of Grapp which former Special Agent

furnished Turner at the latter’s request, resulted in additional 
inquiry being made by the Bureau into various facets of the Turner 
matter. The Bureau’s conclusion in one of these subsequent inquiries 
was that Grapp showed questionable judgment in criticizing the per- 
foi*mance of an employee in the presence of another employee. No 
administrative action was taken against him but it was determined 
this weakness in handling personnel should be forcefully discussed 
with him at the conclusion of the Turner case.

a trouble maker and wanted to inaure that the Bureau and 
entirely correct in our dealings with him.

I therefore had hlm 
execute a daily report in approximately November , 1959. Toward 
the end of February and the beg inning of March, 1960, I had a 
detailed analyaia raade of the written records of the office 
for whlch | | waa responaible and the Bureau waa ao advised. 

As aet forth in hia termination performance rating of March 3, 
1960, a revlew of his daily reporta for a period of approximately 
six weeks from January 4, 1960, through February 12, 1960, waa 
made and the entrles were cotnpared with the filea. During thia 
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weakness or omisston vai made the basis for written inquiry 
«nd, for the most part , his replies consisted of statements to 
the effect it was due to ignorance that he did not follow the 
rules, through carelessness , through a misunders tand ing or 
through his failure to comprehend. 

A review of his daily reports and #3 Cards will 
clearly reflect that he did leave the office during the pertinent 
period of time which is contrary to his statenent. At no time 
did I f ly into a rage with him or anyone else in the office and 
at no time did I ever ask him to resign, nor was he told that 
if he did not I would f ind something on which to get him 
discharged. He also falsely alleges that all day for one week 
he was required to answer questions . The period of time 
involved immediately preceding his termination was less than 
one day. 

| | allegea that his mother collapsed and was in J 

the hospital on the danger list but he was refused leave . 1 


To the best of my recollection, he was on probation 
during his entire stay in Oklahoma City and any such leave 
request would have to be approved by the Bureau if it were in 
excesa of two days. I did not refuse him leave and, to the 
beat of my knowledge, he did not request such leave of me. I 
am positive I did not reject any such a request if it were 
actually made. From imnaory, it appears to me that l 
discussed tha condition of his raother with me and stated that 
she was not in such a serious condition that he wanted to go 
horae at that time, but wanted to follow fce matter further and 
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at some future date might have to go home. The Bureau 
regulation, of course, was explained to him and he was told 
the matter would be referred to the Bureau expedit ious ly .

The above 
referred to stateraents were dictated that date iraraediateXy 
following the interview and the Buresu has been inforraed in 
great detaiX as to exactXy what transpired and it is verified 
by the contemporaneous record. At no tirae did I dictate his 
Xetter of resignation. At no time did I put ray ar® eround his 
shouXder or teXX him that I did the best I couXd for hira* 
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states in his letter of resignation he

A review of his letter of res ignation of Harch 3, 
1960, does not reflect that he expressed thanks for the "honor 
of serving the FBI" and neither does it state that he resigned 
for "personal reasons."

The foregoing is a serious reflection upon you and 
your administration of the Miami Qffice and it will be your 
responsibility to take the necessary action to insure that a 
dereUction such as this wiU not be repeated.

On January SO, 1962, I saw Special Agent in Charge Wesley G. Grapp 
of the Miami Field Division. Mr. Grapp makes an excellent personal appearance 
and seems to be taking hold of the operations of the Miami Gffice with vigor . 

I discussed with Mr, Grapp the fact that I noted he had a very large 
number of classes of cases in excess of 7% delinciuent and he should take steps 
to reduce this promptly. 

I also noted tlrnt I observed tlie number of cases closed per Agent per 
month in the Miami Cffice was 9, 6, which is inadequate. 

I commented upon the fact I noted for the first six months of the current 
fiscal year when compared with a similar period of the previous fiscal year, his 
office had dropped 28;5 in convictions and in fugitives located and tiiat he should 
immediatuly look into this situation to bring about an improvement. 

I discussed witli I.Ir, Crapp the fact that I noted the Agents in the Miami 
Gffice were spending 11. 7% of their time in the office, which is slightly excessive.

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He coordinated from the headquarters city the many ramifications 
of this case, directed its activities and handled the nationwide 
publicity that resulted. Highly laudatory comments have been 
received from public news media, local law enforcement, publxc 
officials, other Federal agencies, civic clubs and prominent 
citizens conceming the promptness and efficiency with which 
•this investigation was handled and which resulted in the 
location and identification of the subjects, plus the recovery 
of one and three quarter million dollars worth of jewelry.

I h&ve reviewed the reaulta of the recent inapection ©f the 
Miami Office. Baaed upoa the fincünga of the Inapector, the operations 
of your office are being given the following ratings: Inveatigative 
Operatlons and Personnel Matters * Very Good; Physical Condition and 
Maintenance, Adminiatrative Operations and Contacts - Good. 

Your headquartera clty office space waa found to be properly 
maintained but crowded. You ahould cloaely foliow negotiations wtth the 
General Services Adminiatration to acquire additionai apmce at the earliest 
poaaible dale. Your automobile operating and repair costs are above the ^ 
field average and rnust be reduced. You muat continue yoor efforts to x 4’ 
acquire suitabie automobile atorage space in the four resident agenc|eé 
where such facilitiea are not presently availabie. ' 

I waa pieaaed to note that the accomplishments of your office 
for fiecai year 1962 were eubstantial; however, it ia disappointing to déaerve 
that you are down in two of the four categories at the end of the first two 
months in fiscal ye&r 1963, You are minus 69 per cent in fines, savisgs and 
recoveries and minus 10 per cent in automobües recovered. I expect 
immediate tmprovement. Your investigative deiinque ncy is too high and 
must be reduced. I am concerned over the fact that six of ten Bank Bobbery 
SUdute vioiations whicn occurred since the last inspecfion remain unsolved. 
You must afford such matters close personal supervision to bring them to 
a ioglcai conduslon at an ©ariy date. Your Criminal lntsliigence and Top 
Jewei Thief Programs should continue to receive preferred attention. The 
aumber of fugitive^ieadUnes missed was found to be excessive and muat be 
reduced immediatdy. The Security Informant Program w&s rated very good. 
You must continue to piace speciai emphasis on the development of informants 
whp can produce the necessary coverags concernlng Cuban matters.

2. That information referred to in Item 1 above includes but is by no means limited to 
information in the interests of the defense of the United States marked w Top Secret, 
"Secret," or "Confidential," and that Department of Justice regulations provide 
specifically for penalty applicable to me for any violation of Executive Order 10501, 
the basic authority for safeguarding such information, as follows: "Any officer or 
employee who violates any provision of Executive Order No. 10501, as amended, 

or of these regulations shall be subject to appropriate disciplinary action. Prompt 
and stringent administrative action shall be taken against any officer or employee 
determined to have been knowingly responsible for any releaseor disclosure of 
classified defense information or material except in the manner authorized by these 
regulations. Whenever a violation of criminal statutes may be involved in a delib- 
erate unauthorized release or disclosure of classified defense information, criminal 
prosecution, in an appropriate case, shall also be instituted." 

I further certify that the conditions specified herein are agreeable to me, and that I con- 
tinue as an employee of the Federal Bureau of Investigation with a full knowledge of the con- 
ditions above set forth.

The Director of the FBI will appoint a committee which shall consider all matter's pertaining to the acquisition, safe 
keeping and expending of said fund, which committee will recommend appropriate action to the Director in pertinent matters. 
The Assistant Director of the Administrative Division of the FBI shall receive all contributions and account for same to the 
Director. Upon the death of any Special Agent who is a member of said fund the appointed committee will consider the case 
and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its conclusions. Appropriate instructions will then be issued to the Assist- 
ant Director of the Administrative Division, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the sum of $10,000. The liabüity 
o f the fund shall not under any circumstances exceed the amount of monies in the fund at the time any liabilily shall occur.
